EVEE NOW 
MADE HARD. 


Work Stands the Test of the 
High Water Along Colo- 
rado River. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

IMPERIAL, June 6.--The 
triumph of man in conquering 
the Colorado River, now sub- 
jected to a severe test by the 
summer flood, has been amply 
demonstrated. The ground for 
fear that the levee might prove 
inadequate was that the fresh 
earthworks would give way be- 
fore being seasoned by water. 


During the last ten days the 
water has been against the 
levee, rising and falling, but 


disclosing no point of weakness. 
This has thoroughly seasoned 
the levee and made it far 
stronger than at first. 

As a result the last ground 
for apprehensions has re- 
moved. The river reached @ 
level of 29.2 feet, the leevees 
being six feet above water, with 
a width on top of twenty feet. 

Yesterday the river fell two feet 
at Needles, and began to fall at 
the levee last night. 

Possibly. the water may come 
up again, but it is not probable 
that the point already reached 
will be exceeded this year. Some 
water is going around the 
levee as usual in summer, and 
‘will find its way to the Salton 
Sea in a few days. By next 
summer the levee will be com- 
pleted and the flood water kept 
out of the delta country.

- Streets and Car Tracks. 
| LOS ANGELES, May 28.—-[To the 
Editor of_The Times:] Being one of 
the many who use daily our extensive 
system of street cars, and being ex- 
posed to the great danger of accidents 
at the many crossings of the 
transcontinental roads within the con- 
fines of the city, an article by Mr. 
Rutledge Rutherford, appearing in the 
January Technical Worid Magazine,” 
brings to my mind the ease by which 
these can be almost entirely 


obviated. 

Quoting from the article in question, 
r. Rutherford says, “On an average, 
500 people a year are run over by pass- 
ine trains, or are injured in coilisions 
‘| with steam locomotives, while using 
Chicago's streets. 

‘Ten years ago Chicago decided that 
the elevation of all steam = railway 
tracks was the only means of protect- 
ing her citizens from the deadly grade 
crossings. And the railroads are foot-, 
ing the bills.“ 

Again he says: “There are 1600 miles 
of steam railrvads ramifyi through 
the city of Chicago, and they have 
alread accomplished the elevatien of 
8060 miles thereof. and has made the 
railroads pay every cent of the $50,- 
000,000 which it has cost.” 

Now it would appear that according 
to the way Los Angeles handles the 
railroads () this would be an enor- 
mous undertaking, but see how Chicago 
has done it. Again quoting from the 
article, “How did Chicago do the work 
without paying any:of the expense of 
construction? How did. the city force 
public service corporations to get their 
conduits, mains, pipes. wires, street 
car tracks and other obstructions out 
of the way without paying any dam- 
ages? How did it avold paying enor- 
mus sums for impairment of private 
property’ These. are some ot the 
many questions the delegations from 
other cities have to ask. 

“All such questions alicit the reply 
that it is done merety by the general 
police power delegated to the city by 
the State. Under this police power, 
Chicago can force every railroad oper- 
atine in the city to take every one of 
its tracks off the city’s streets, if such 
be found necessary for the city’s im- 
provement, without paying the rail- 
roads any compensation.” 

Philadelphia and St. Louis have a 
Une law and every other city worthy 
of the name of city should have one. 
This paper by Mr. Rutherford !{s quite 
long and very interesting, and | wouid 
gladly contribute the same if The 
Times will publish it in full. 

Again he says: “An arbitrary law 
is this police power, and its extent has 
rost forcibly emphasized during 
the progress of track elevation in Chi- 
cago. For there were many corpora- 
tions who were anwered and felt out- 
raged at being disturbed and at being 
forced to undergo great expense for 
the benefit of the city. and they had 
recourse to the courts. But the city 
won in every instance: and In no case 
has a y single public service corpora- 
tion been able to collect $1 dama a8 | 
resulting from track elevation. e 
city takes the position that it owns the 
streets, and c rations occupying 
them do so by the city’s permission, 
subject to any changee the city may 
see fit to make for public improvement 
or public safety.” |

struction of the work already done, 
and presente many thustrations of fin- 
ished elevated structures and subways.

‘SLOT MACHINES ARE OLD. 


Found to Have Been Used a Century 
Before the Christian 
Era. | 

That there is nothing new under the 
sun has become a trite saying, but few 
would question that the penny-in-the- 
slot machine was distinctly a product 
of the present day. Yet this is very 
far from being the case, as a work 
ty Hero, of Alexandria, who flourished 
about 100 B.C., conclusively proves. A 
careful perusal of the Alexandrian’s 
writings will show that many modern 
devices are by no means new in prin- 
ciple. Here, for instance, a machine 
is described and illustrated which is 
provided with a slot, and the dropping 
‘of a small coin into this will cause 
a measured quantity of liquid to flow 
out. 

In this book may also be found the 
prototype of the steam turbine, the 
vew form of engine, which. after being 
applied to the service of several steam- 
ers in the English Channed, is now be- 
ing used for propelling the great 
Cunarders across the broad Atlantic 
Ocean. The design is undoubtedly the 
same, though there is- nothing to show 
that its practical application was possi- 
ble at that time. But it should be 
borne in mind that Hero's work is a 
bona fide production of. the period to 
which it is assigned, and that the de- 
signs by which it is illustrated are the 
sketches of contemporaneous draughts- 
men. And the penny-in-the-slot ma- 
chine shows how closely, in the small 
as in the greater affairs of life, the 
men of the anctent world resembled 
those of today.

If you can 
stand dirt, heat and cold; if you do 
not wince too much at the abuse of 
horses and mules; if you can endure 
considerable extortion without grum- 
bling; if you can see your trunks and 
other baggage pitched about and 
thrown over by the worst baggage 
smashers in the world; if you do not 
wholly lose your equanimity when 
your trunks are opened on the road 
and the contents stolen, as mine were; 
if you can “eat your peck of dirt” 
in a few hours instead of a lifetime, 
and enjoy the dirt; if your nerwes are 
strong enough to stand a ten-mlie 
gallop on the edge of a precipice; if 
you waht to see the most magnificent 
scenery in the world; if you enjoy a 
spice of adventure; if you would have

In five yearg (or more likely ten) the 
tunnel through the Andes will be com- 
pleted, and the whole journey will be 
made by rail. Then the route will be 
robbed of all its terrors—and more 
than half of its joys.

Rust is the insidious 
foe which robs steel and iron of their 
strength. If it continues unchecked, in 
time it makes of the strongest beam 
but a broken reed. Anything that pre- 
vents it means an indefinite prolon 
tion of the life of the material in 18 
pensable to modern civilization. It 
would mean, too. a saving of millions 
annually, in paint and other prepara- 
tions, Which are now employed to keep 
rust at bay, and have to be as fre- 
quently renewed. 

In this ¢city, the center of England's 
steel and iron jndustry, lives a man 
who claim to have solved the problem, 
and he backs up his claims by evi- 
dence which ap re to substantiate 
them. Thomas Watts Coslett is his 
name.
